DEATH EN D S 
EA R T H LY 
W OES 
Jnmes Galbraith. 
James Galbraith’s death calls forth 
these words from the Perthshire Her­ 
ald: 
Many of our readers will learn 
with regret the death of Mr. James 
Galbraith, whicn took place on Tues­ 
day, the 4th, inst., at his residence, 
Lindsays 
Farm, Ingateston, Essex. 
Mr. Galbraith had been suffering for 
some time from a complication of dis­ 
eases, but the immediate cause of his 
death was Bright’s disease of the kid­ 
neys. The deceased was the youngest 
son of the late Alexmder Galbraith, 
Croy Cunninghame, Killearn, and was 
well known in the agricultural world. 
About sixteen years ago, along with 
his brother, Archibald, he commenced 
the exportation of Clydesdale stallions 
to America, and the firm thus started 
rapidly developed into the weil-known 
finn of Galbraith Brothers. 
On the 
decline of the traffic in Clydesdales 
with America, Mr. Galbraith entered 
upon a lease of Lindsays Farm. 
He 
was a familiar figure in show rings 
and other meetings of a like nature. 
Of a quiet and unassuming disposition, 
a kind and obliging nature, he was 
esteemed and respected by all who 
knew him, and hi6 death at the early 
age of thirty-nine came as a shock to 
his many friends in this neighborhood. 
He is survived by a widow and four 
children, with whom much sympathy 
is felt in their sad bereavement.

—Mr. James G albiaith, youngest son 
of the late Alex. Galbraith, of Oro/- 
Cunninghame, Killearn, 
has passed 
away a t the early age of thirty-nine 
years. 
He died on Monday a t Lynd-

been residing for sonic time past; the 
cause of death, being Bright’s disease. 
Em bsrklng with his brother Archie 
in the business of horse exportation 
about the year 1881, Mr. Galbraith 
played an im portant part in the devel­ 
opment of the great American trade, 
which continued so prosperous dining 
the elghtieSjand early nineties.

was well known throughout England 
and Scotland, being chiefly occupied 
buying on this side of the Atlantic, 
but he made frequent trips to America 
as well, and was much respected on 
both sides of the water.

have been painfully aw are for some 
time th a t his health was far from 
good, but the intim ation of his early 
death will eome as a sad surprise to 
many.

because 
they 
are 
not 
a 
debtor 
class. 
They 
owe 
prac* 
tically nothing, nobody trusts them, 
in any large amount. 
They are not 
borrowers. 
More than any other class 
in the community they pay cash for 
what they get. 
They are retail pur­ 
chasers, and pay every day, week or 
at most, every month. 
But to the ex­ 
tent that they have any savings in the 
form of insurance policies or savings 
banks accounts, they are creditors and 
will be losers by any depreciation of 
the standard money. 
The value or 
purchasing power of 
every dollar of 
such savings will shrink to the full ex­ 
tent of the depreciation of the money. 
What would they gain by a sudden 
rise in the price of 
commoditiefc? 
Clearly nothing, since 
they would 
have to pay more for everything they 
consume. 
To the extent that food, 
clothing, furniture and the neeesa- 
ries of life rise, their real wages, the 
purchasing power of a day’s work, is 
reduced, 
Of course, it is said that 
wages will rise also. 
This is true, j 
but wages will not rise simultaneously 
with the rise in prices. 
It is a well 
established law 
in economics that 
wages are the le is4, mobile of all econ­ 
omic values; and land is next in econ­ 
omic sluggishness. 
Although a rise 
in 
wa?es 
follows 
a 
rise 
in 
prices, it always lags a long way be­ 
hind. 
In some industries, it would 
take six months; in some a year, and 
in some much longer for wages to ad­ 
just themselves to the higher prices 
resulting from 
depreciated money 
During this time, the 
wage 
class 
would be absolute losers to toe fu I 
amount of the difference; and after a 
year or more of the hardships accom­ 
panying 
a 
practical 
reduction 
real 
wages, 
what 
will 
the 
laborer 
gain ? 
Absolutely nothing. 
He will be where he was before the 
change 
took place; 
having higher 
money wages, but paying commensur­ 
ately higher prices for everything he 
uses. 
But a day’s work will purchase 
o more of the comforts of life than 
fore. 
This is what is now going on 
The fall in the value of sil 
ver has caused an increase in the 
price of commodities, but as yet no ic- 
crease in wages has taken place.

w h ich *age workers have anything to 
g-afn by the adoption of a silver stan­ 
dard, but they have everything to lese.

Ho Perform s Som e of the Most Marvel* 


oh s Tricks W ith It. 
A decided sensation has been created 
In Vienna by a man who probably 
stands alone in this world in bis par­ 
ticular line of performance, says Tit 
Bits. This gentleman’s name is Pisk- 
slug and he is an Austro-Hungarian by 
birth. 
He is an expert, or rather a 
phenomenal artist, in the use of -^e 
whip. 
The first thing he does is to take a 
long lashed, stout handled whip in each 
hand and with orchestral accompani­ 
ment proceed to crack or snap them at 
a terrific rate. The sound made by his 
whips in this manner is graduated from 
a noise like a rifle report to the soft 
click of the billiard ball. It makes a 
curious sort of music and serves to show 
how he can regulate the force of each 
Stroke. 
More interest, however, is 
evinced 
when he seizes a vicious looking whip 
with an abnormally long lash. 
It is 
provided with a very heavy handle of 
medium length. 
This is his favorite 
toy and what he can do with it is really 
wonderful. He first gives an idea of 
what fearful force there lies in a whip 
lash in the hands of an expert. 
A large frame, over which is stretched 
a calf or sheep skin, is brought on the 
stage. This is marked with dots of red 
paint. The man with the whip steps 
up and swinging the lash around his 
head lets fly at the calf skin. 
With 
every blow he actually pulls a piece 
right out from the leather, leaving a 
clean cut hole. 
These pieces are distributed among 
the audience to show that there is no 
trickery about the performance. After 
this he takes a frame with three shelves 
On these there are a dozen or more of 
medium sized apples lying very close 
together and provided with large num­ 
bers. 
Any one in the audience may 
designate which apple he wishes struck 
and the unerring lash snatches it out 
like a flash. 
A still more difficult feat is the snap­ 
ping of coins from a narrow necked 
bottle. A small piece of silver about the 
size of half a crown is put over the cork 
of the bottle, which stands on the edge 
of the table. The whip artist, without 
appearing to take any sort of aim, sends 
the long lash whizzing through the air 
and picks off the coin without jarring 
the bottle ,much less breaking it.

In 
order to prevent these avoidable ail­ 
ments it is as well to know how to take 
care of the Piano. Each spring-clean­ 
ing housewife who is having the do­ 
mestic piano “put to rights” during her 
present upheaval of the household 
should very carefully observe the in­ 
strument. A piano should be kept in 
a moderately warm room where the 
temperature is even, say 60 or 70 de­ 
grees, the year round; not cold one day 
and hot the next. 
The instrument 
should not, however, be too near the 
source of heat. It should be kept closed 
and covered with a felt cloth when not 
in use, particularly in frosty weather. 
Always place the piano against an in­ 
side wall and a little out from it. When 
tuning or repairing is necessary em­ 
ploy a responsible and expert workman. 
Do not allow children to drum on it. 
A professional musician may expend a 
like amount of strength upon the key­ 
board but if the right keys are struck 
much less harm is done than when chil­ 
dren amuse themselves.

E xperience o f an A m ateur P ir a te on th e 
Chinese Coast. 
It has surely fallen to the lot of few ( 
men to come near starving to death In' 
a land of plenty, with over $900 in gold 
in their pocket—nay, by reason of that 
very fact. 
I had shipped at Rangoon 
on board a steamer bound for Shang­ 
hai, says a writer in the London Stand­ 
ard. W hen I signed she was flying Jar- 
dine’s flag at the main but I believe she 
carried the ensign of every nation and 
half of the house flags of the world in 
her signal locker. An opium smuggler 
I was prepared to find her but that her 
♦hief business on the waters was piracy 
of the vilest sort and unredeemed by a 
glint of romance came upon me cer­ 
tainly as a revelation. We attacked no 
ships as far as I know, but, handled j 
with marvelous skill and knowledge of 
the intricate 
coast 
navigation, she 
would run in after nightfall among the 
rocks and banks where one would ex­ 
pect a sampan to take the bottom, 
while shrieks, flames, the report of fire­ 
arms and clash of steel would testify to 
the descent of my delectable shipmates 
upon one or another of the numerous 
fishing 
villages 
which 
fringe 
the 
shores of the China seas. 
After four 
m onths’ duress I struck a blow for 
liberty. 
My little hoard of morphia— 
jealously guarded toward this eventual­ 
ity 
deepened the narcotism in which 
the whole crew lay steeped after a 
ghastly debauch as we rode at anchor 
and, forsaking all my goods and chat­ 
tels and seizing in lieu such moneys as 
I could find, I dropped into the dingey 
and pulled off, shoeless, hatless, ar­ 
rayed only in a shirt, trousers and belt, 
containing the above named sum (close 
on £200), hoping to reach a German 
gunboat which had been sighted in the 
offing earlier in the day.
